Square 
Wave Generator, 210AR, and stenciled on the back is Type #91046, Serial 
#896. It passed the smoke test. HIHI Seems that all the tube heaters 
light and it does put out a signal. I haven't hooked it up to an O-scope 
for any measurements yet. 

There are 2 transformers marked 910-12 and 910-3. 

There are 2 others that appear to be chokes or iron core coils marked Ll 
and L2 both have 911-4 on them. They actually look like a transformer but 


only have 2 wires. 

The following tubes compliment the chassis.
